Frazier, tauntingly confident, 


clubbed Ellis senseless after 
four rounds of their scheduled 
15-round title fight at Madison 
Square Garden. 


Ellis, down twice from sledge- 


hammer blows In the fourth 
round, was unable to answer the 
bell for the fifth, and it went 
Into the books as a five-round 
knockout. 


"I've tried to be the best 


fighter In the world," said the 
unbeaten 
26-year-old Frazier 


who looked every bit that In 
making Ellis his 22nd knockout 
victim in 25 victories.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Smut 


sellers are running scared fol- 
lowing convictions of prominent 
pornography dealers, the Post 
Office's chief Inspector says. 


Faced with convictions, some 


of the best-known pornographic 
dealers have 
given up their 


mailing lists and are going out 
of business, William J. Cotter 
said In an Interview, 


In 
some 
cities, he said, 


"adult" bookstores heard about 
a Supreme Court action uphold- 
ing eight obscenity convictions 
and closed their doors before 
police arrived. 


Cotter, a former FBI agent 


before 
becoming chief inspec- 


tor, said there were 234,000 com- 
plaints last year about unsolicit- 
ed pornographic mailings. 


Nearly all the mail could be 


traced to about 20 operators, 
Cotter said, and most of these 
are now under indictment, 


Cotter said questions remain 


whether any definition of "ob- 
scenity" for literature can pass 
court scrutiny of whether the 
book has a redeeming social 
message. But he suid there's lit- 
tle question about the lack of re- 
deeming qualities of the sexual- 
ly explicit photographs which 
dominate many smut mailings. 


Cotter cited three factors as 


significant In the fight against 
pornography peddlers: 


— Supreme Court decisions re- 


fusing to disturb the conviction 
of eight Boston book dealers for 
selling pornography and voiding 
a federal court order allowing 
the movie ''1 Am Curious (Yel- 
low)" to be shown in Boston de- 
spite a state court ban, 


— Two federal convictions of 


dealers for 
sending 
obscene 


matter through the mails. 


— Indictments of 17 persons on 


charges of sending 
offensive 


materials 
through the 
mail, 


with consideration by federal 
grand juries of similar cases in- 
volving five more dealers.

in play from the December, 
1969, Issue of the Bridge 
World magazine. You are de- 
clarer at a five-club contract 
and West makes the friendly 
opening lead of the queen of 
spades. You promptly dis- 
card two hearts on the ace 
and king of spades and note 
that y o u r problem is to 
avoid the loss of two dia- 
mond tricks. If diamonds 
will just break 3-3, all plays 
will work. What line of play 
will guard against the maxi- 
mum number of other dia- 
mond breaks? 


You can draw 
trumps, 


cash one top diamond and 
lead a s e c o n d diamond 
toward dummy's jack. That 
will work against the actual 
East-West holdings but it 
would fail miserably any 
time East held either double- 
ton queen of diamonds or 
four diamonds to the queen- 
10 or queen-nine. 


The correct line of play is 


to lead a diamond to your 
ace at trick three and to play 
out the queen of hearts from 
your h a n d at trick four. 
Later on, you will plan to 
enter dummy with a high 
trump and lead a second dia- 
mond toward your hand. 


The way the cards lie, it 


won't do East any good to 
trump that second diamond, 
so he will discard. Now you 
lead a third diamond and, 
'entually, trump your Jast 
amond with dummy's other 


high trump. 


Note that this line of play 


will work against all 3-3 and 
4-2 diamond breaks as well 
as against the actual 5-1 
break. 


Why did you lead the queen 


of h e a r t s at trick four?

Needed for Nail Fungus 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—I h a v e bad a fungus 


under two nails for several 
months. My d o c t o r pre- 
scribed an antibiotic, which 
I apply locally, but it hasn't 
helped. What do you recom- 
mend? 


A—Since your nail* are im- 


pervious, local applications 
are usually not very helpful. 
Some fungus infections can 
be killed by taking the anti- 
biotic, griseofulvin, inter- 
nally for four or five months. 
If this fails, another anti- 
biotic, n y s t a t i n , may be 
tried. Both are prescription 
drugs. The treatment is diffi- 
cult at best and often re- 
quires the he\p of a doctor- 
wh6 spfeciaTrz^s tn'skin "dis" 
eases. 


Q—My toenails are so hard 


and thick I can't cut them. 
How can I soften them? 


A—In some persons, this is 


an inherited t r a i t . Other 
causes include wearing shoes 
that are too s h o r t , poor 
circulation, p s o r i a s i s and 
ringworm. Treatment is un- 
satisfactory b u t removing 
the cause should help. Mean- 
while, if you can't cut the 
nails, keep them trimmed by 
filing them. 


Q—What causes my finger- 


nails to crack and break? 


A—Brittle nails may be 


caused by excessive mani- 
curing, a reaction to finger- 
nail lacquer or polish re- 
mover, prolonged soaking in 
detergent solutions, a diet 
too low in calcium or protein 
and thryroid deficiency. The 
condition is usually worse in 
winter, when the indoor air 
is too dry. The treatment 
would depend on the cause 
It is often helpful to massage

a hand cream or petroleum 
jelly i n t o the skin around 
your nails and to take a prep- 
aration that contains calcium 
and vitamin D. 


Q—My nails have ridges 


and thev s p l i t down the 
ridges. I took gelatin every 
day for a year but it didn't 
help. What do you recom- 
mend? 


A—Tons of gelatin have 


been consumed with a view 
to strengthening nails but a 
well-balanced diet is more 
likely to h e 1 p. A recent 
study showed that persons 
who use their hands in physi- 
cal \*prk rarelyyiiave tweak 
nails. 
The ""Hails,"" like the 
muscles and the brain, will 
suffer from disuse. 


Ridging of the nails may 


be c a u s e d by psoriasis, 
lichen planus, an acute fe- 
brile illness or a vitamin de- 
ficiency, especially of A, B 
or D, but in many persons 
no cause can be found.

Court Ruling 
on Courtroom 
Shooting Due

ASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court takes a timely 
look next week at the tumult 
and shouting In the nation's 
courtrooms as it hears argu- 
ments on how a Judge may deal 
with an unruly defendant. 


Does the Constitution permit 


the judge to throw a defendant 
out of the courtroom? Order 
him 
bound and gagged? Or 


should the judge seat him in a 
soundproof booth where he can 
see and hear but not be heard? 


These 
same 
constitutional 


questions raised in the Chicago 
7 conspiracy trial will be exam- 
ined in an otherwise routine 
armed holdup case from Chica- 
go involving a man named Wll- 
liam 
Allen who already has 


been paroled after 12 years in 
prison. 


The Allen and Chicago 7 cases 


are connected in that Judge Ju- 
lius J. Hoffman relied on a rul- 
ing that actually favored Allen 
to bind and gag Black Panther 
leader Bobby G. Seaie before he 
was sentenced to four years in 


prison for contempt. 


Hoffman later declared a mis- 


trial in Scale's case and severed 
his trial from the other seven 
defendants. 


Hoffman last weekend also 


sentenced to jail for varying 
terms the remaining seven1 to- 
fendants for contempt of court 
because of outbursts during the 
trial. The judge sentenced as 
well two defense attorneys for 
contempt. All have said they 
will appeal. 


Allen, whose defense was in- 


sanity, disrupted the Cook Coun- 
ty trial room by tearing up his 
file, arguing with the judge and 
advising 
him at one point: 


"When I go out for lunchtime, 
you're going to be a corpse." 


Not since 1884 has the Su- 


preme Court ruled directly on 
the guarantee granted defend- 
ants in the Sixth Amendment to 
confront 
their 
accusers—the 


fundamental right to be present 
at one's own trial. 


In that decls'on, Justice John 


Marshall Harlan, grandfather of 
the present Justice Harlan, said 
for the court: "If he be deprived 
of his life or liberty without 
being so present, such depriva- 
tion would be without that due 
process of law required by the 
Constitution."
